They admit she has 
taste ; she can trim a bonnet, or choose a 
shawl, or arrange- furniture; and they 
confine her to this sphere, and then turn 
around and taunt her with thinking of 
nothing but ornament and show. Well, I 
am glad that her mind is an ornament and 
beauty. A terrible world we should have 
if it were not. 
God has given men force 


and energy of a certain sort, and he has 
giten women the lore of the beauti- 
ful, and it takes two human beings to 
make really one charctcr. A house is sad 
without either half, and it is perfect only 
when both are present. And this Mission- 
ary Society is but another illustration of 
the old declaration, " It is not good for 
man to be alone."

out the country, even reaching to the vast 
prairies of the West Grant that farmers 
under the tariff system affording them 
tho advantage of a reliable home market 
have to pay a cent or two more a pound 
for their nails and the other articles manu- 
factured of iron which they have to use; 
that is mere nothing compared to the di- 
rect pecuniary benefits of which they are 
the recipients. It is like the paying out 
of a dollar and gaining five dollars in .re- 
turn. A diversified industry is absolutely 
essential to the prosperity of tho country. 
Nothing could be more insane, in an econo- 
mic point of view, than the Free-Trade

trate our National industry upon agricul-., 
tura as a necessity of subsistence.

nates had dragged in tho flour. The poor 
creatures bad received only two handful)* 
of oats per diem for tue l««t ten dayp.

"As I ascended the road which leads to

Street Pavements. 


Editors Morning Herald: 


Having been requested to state my 


views upon* the modern pavement ques- 
tion, for the streets of Titusvillo, I take 
the liberty of recommending the adoption 
of a wooden pavement, which has been in 
use in the principal thoroughfares of Ber- 
lin !J[or upwards of 17 years. I more par- 
ticularly endorse this pavement irom tho 
fact, that during a period of ten years 
which I resided ia that city, it was ne/ter 
repaired, except on one or two occasions 
when tho water, or gas mains, had to be 
overhauled. I left there six years ago, 
and I understand that it remains to-day 
in the same state of good preservation. 


The pavement was designed and ordered 


by tlio famous General Von Moltko, under 
whose valuable instruction I served my 
time in civil engineering. The pavement 
was called after his name, and I consider 
it cheaper and more simple, handsomer 
and more durable, than any other pave- 
ment which I have ,yet seen in this 
country.

It 
can aUo bo taken up and relaid with 
greater facility than any other pavement 
This point is essential to a young city like 
Titusvillo, as we Invo at present neither 
sewer, gas, nor water pipes to any groat 
extent. Leaving these facts to the con- 
sideration o! the citizens of Titusville, I 
will further remark, that Eing William 
will charge' them no "royalty" for using 
it. 
TliH is highly important as regards 


economy, because it is at present impossi- 
ble to hit upou imy style of pavement in 
this country upon which somo one of our 
numerous sovereigns would not claim a 
royalty.

The distance from the dwelling to 


he beach is about five hundred feet. This

As we in this sec- 
tion are all surrounded by holes aud cav- 
itie3, especially in those localities where 
largo quantities of petroleum have been 
removed from the- earth, and powerful 
explosions of nitro-glyccrino have taken 
place to produce more, wo have a greater 
interest than the rest of mankind in know- 
ing whether thero is any likelihood of 
this occurring here. We will therefore 
mention a few of tho most remarkable 
subsidences which mark the pages of hist- 
ory, compiled

"Earthquakes and. Volcanoes," by Mango 
Ponton, F. R. S. E., an eminent Scotch 
scientist It may ba remarked that near- 
ly oil of the sixteen or eighteen great sub- 
sidences mentioned in this work, were the 
result of violent earthquakes or volcanic 
acticn, and unless we are f.ivort-d by simi- 
lar phenomena, there i* not much danger 
of our going under. The first fiubidonce 
chronicled in history occurred about the 
yenr B. C. 1450, when it is said n city was 
engulfed on tho present site of the Lacus 
Cimini iu Italy. During a disastrous 
earthquake B. C 281or23o on the Island of 
Niphon, ouoof tho Japanese group, a large 
tract of country disappeared in a single 
night, nnd a bhcet of water 72 miles long 
by 121.C wide no'.v occupies its plnce. On 
May 24th, 1751, the city of Conception in 
Chili was entirely swallowed up, nnd the 
sou rolled over its site. D.iring tlie great 
eartliqu-ikc of Lisbon, the city being over- 
thrown, an immense concourse of people 
rushed down to the new marble quay, a* 
the only pl.ico snppo",>d to be safe.
